MEMORANDA FOR THE DIRECTOR OF CEt^TRAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The results of the Ylar Co\incil meeting held this date 
generally took the following line in connection with an organisation 
to carry out psychological warfare measures. The position of the 
Security Council was that any propaganda measures in time of peace 
were a primary function of the State Department and that in any case 
should not be handled by the Security *^ouncil, as such, since it is 
in effect an advisory group to the President. 

It was decided that the project for carrying out psychological 
warfare v^ill be restricted solely to the foreign field and would be 
under the direct supervision of an Assistant Secretary of State. 

The Assistant Secretary of State to carry out these functions to be 
appointed from among individuals to be recoraiuended in the next tv;o or 
three days by the members of the War Council.
